Explorer V was equipped to 
probe the far reaches of a severe 
radiation field now being investi­ 
gated by Exploer IV as it whirls 
through space.

Governor Asks 
'No Surrender' 


Arkansas Plans Laws 
Keeping Sag reg at ion 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) — 
Gov Orval Faubus today told the 
Arkansas State Legislature that 
the federal government can never 
constitutionally 
enforce 
integra­ 
tion in public schools. He asked 
the 
power

Arkansas 
schools against any such mandate. 
In a speech urging the special 
session of the Legislature not to 
surrender cm the issue, Faubus de­ 
clared; 
"There la no clear-cut federal 
statute regarding the integration 
of the schools. If there wert, it 
would be unconstitutional, for the 
authority to control public educa­ 
tion has never been delegated by 
the states to the federal govern­ 
ment." 
Arkansas’ 
legislators 
gathered 
amid back-slapping for the hosier- 
ic special session. But the reunion 
air of the sweltering chamber was 
more solemn than light. Spectators 
jammed the galleries for the open­ 
ing of the great states’ rights de­ 
bate. 
In urging no surrender, Faubus 
said; 
"This battia for states' rights 
and constitutional government Is 
not of our choosing," he said. 
"The issue has been forced upon 
us and we must either defend our 
rights against those who would 
usurp them or else surrender." 
Faubus asked for a bill that 
would empower him to close the 
state’s public schools—epccificaUy 
in the current case. Central High 
School—against forced Integration. 
Faubus has said the measure kl 
necessary to avoid a repetition of 
the rioting that occurred outside 
Central High a year ago when 
Negroes first were admitted to its 
classrooms. 
The proposed bill provides for a 
school district election within 30 
days of closing a school to decide 
whether to keep it closed or to 
integrate. 
Faubus’ address came 48 hours 
in advance of a special U.S. Su­ 
preme Court session. The high 
court is expected to decide wheth. 
er to grant Central High a breath­ 
ing spell in integration, or direct 
immediate reentry of negro stu­ 
dents to its classrooms. 
The School Board Monday night 
postponed the reopening of Cen­ 
tral to its 2,000 students from 
easing of the time pressure on 
both the Legislature and the Su­ 
preme Court.

The Navy particularly suffers 
from this rigidity. Back in th# 
days when the master of a ship

tance. 
Today, the builder of a better 
submarine, or a superior rocket, 
of a new kind of warfare ii very 
much more important.

The house fly, bred in flight, has 
the peculiar ability to shed the

germs

with at birth, a University of Illi­ 
nois researcher said today. 
For this reason, the importance 
of disease earning by flies born 
in refuse and other dangerous bac­ 
teria havens is probably slight, 
the researchers reported. 
Dr. Bernard Greenberg, Illinois 
zoologist, traced the numbers of 
bacteria present in th# hous# fly 
at various stages of its growth. 
His report was presented at th#

Rut by the time the larva has 
formed its hard outer case, it has 
rid itself of about 90 per cent cd 
this bacterial load. 
When the fly finally emerges, it 
carries with it about 1,000 bac­ 
teria—five hundred on Rs surface 
and a sim ilar number internally. 
While 
the 
fly 
undoubtedly 
spreads some of these bacteria, it 
is not as serious a carrier as was 
earlier believed, Dr. Greenberg 
said.
